We  offer  Vigorosa  however 
with  perfect  confidence.  We  bel'eve  it  will  prove  to  be  the  great  money  making 
early  potato  of  the  future.  It  is  easy  enough  to  rind  good  early  potatoes.  It  is 
easy  enough  to  rind  potatoes  that  are  great  producers.  But  it  is  not  so  ea<y  to  find 
early  potatoes  that  are  greit  pro  'ueers.  That  is  why  Vigorosa  is  of  such  great  value.

It  was  a  very  strong,  robust  grower  from  the  start,  and  the  second  j  ear  gave  me 
tubers  of  marketable  size  and  of  very  good  quality.  The  form  of  -he  tuber  also  was 
fixed  from  the  first.  The  plant  has  a  very  tough,  leathery  foi^e.  its  productiveness, 
good  quality  and  beauty  of  tuber  will  make  it  a  favorite  with  all  planters.'* 

Mr.  Hicks  says  further  of  Vigorosa  in  regard  to  its  behavior  t  <e  past  season: 
"Vigorosa  was  the  best  early  potato  on  my  grounds  this  season.  As  in  the  past  its 
strong  points  are— its  vigorous  growth,  heavy  yield  and  perfectly  formed  tubers.  I 
had  only  one  other  potato  in  my  collection  that  gave  me  a  heavier  yield  and  that  a 
late  one  (Carman  Xo.  3).  I  will  add.  that  it  has  proved  to  be  one  of  'be  worst  seasons 
for  rot  and  scab  in  many  years.  I  lost  all  of  my  1894  and  "95  seedlings  of  my  own 
raisiug,  and  what  I  had  purchased  of  others,  except  two.  Vigorosa  grew  on  the  same 
trial  grounds  and  was  little  affected  by  rot  or  scab.    It  is  the  potato  for  the  million."' 

We  ourselves  have  had  Vigorosa  on  trial  for  several  years  and  have  appreciated 
its  value  more  and  more  each  year.

What  Others  Think  of  Vlgorosa. 


Dwight  Herrick,  Illinois:  "The  one  tuber 
marked  "Yrigorosa"  sent  me  List  spring  was 
planted  in  the  midst  of  a  twenty  acre  field, 
with  seven  other  varieties  for  neighbors. 
It  made  a  strong  growth,  foliage  somewnat 
similar  to  the  Ohios  but  larger.  Not  so  dense 
•or  fine  as  World's  Fair.  The  vines  succumbed 
to  the  blight  the  last  of  July.  I  would  con- 
sider it  a  very  little  later  than  the  Ohio, 
although  the  bitter  died  punctually  the  first 
Of  July.  The  yield  from  9  hills  was  17  pounds, 
14  being  marketable,  in  quality  it  equals 
the  Ohio,  and  in  yield  leaves  it  far  behind. 
The  yield  would  be  at  the  rate  of  300  bushels 
per  acre,  of  marketable  potatoes,  or  there- 
abouts." 

D.  G.  Harrison.  Illinois:  "You  were  good 
enough  last  spring  to  smd  to  me  a  small 
potato,  the  name  of  which  I  have  forgotten, 
asking  me  to  test  the  sune  and  report  in  the 
-fall.  I  will  say  in  the  first  place  that  although 
it  was  received  rather  late  I  did  what  I  could 
to  redeem  the  time.  It  was  planted  one  eye  in 
a  hill  and  received  fair  attention  during  the 
growing  season,  and  was  this  week  dug  and 
stored  away.  From  the  little  potato  you  sent 
me  I  have  raised  nearl  v  a  half  oushel.  Almost 
a  half  bushel  from  such  a  little  tuber  as  that 
was  very  gratifying.  We  concluded  to  cook 
a  few  and  try  that,  the  most  important  of  all 
tests.  I  have  to  say  that  we  were  more  than 
pleased  at  their  eating  qualities.  We  all  liked 
them  very  much.   I  will  say  in  all  candor  that 


I  have  not  tasted  a  potato  in  ten  years  that  so 
completely  suited  my  taste.  I  fee)  sure  that 
when  the  women  get  a  good  taste  of  your 
grand  eating  potato  it  will  sell  like  hot  cakes. 
I  have  raised  quite  a  number  of  the  best  sorts 
this  year,  but  this, so  far  as  eating  qualities  go, 
takes  the  cake  by  all  odds." 

A.  H.  Bowen,  Iowa:  "According  to  agree- 
ment I  send  you  a  report  of  my  success  with 
the  sample  tuber  of  the  "Vigorosa"  variety. 
I  received  it  about  the  first  of  May,  and 
planted  it  in  good  fair  potato  soil  the  fifth  day 
of  May,  cutting  it  in  pieces  of  one  eye  to  each 
piece,  dropped  about  30  inches  apart.  The 
tuber  made  14  hills,  from  which  I  dug  (78  fine 
handsome  tubers  with  scarcely  any  too  small 
for  cooking.  These  68  weighed'  34  pounds,  just 
M  lb.  apiece  on  an  average.  We  cooked  a  few 
and  the  quality  was  good." 

E.C.Richards,  Illinois:  "Allow  me  to  con- 
gratulate you  in  being  the  owner  and  origi- 
nator of  the  wonderful  new  early  potato 
'Prosperity.'  (Mr.  Richards  got  the  name 
wrong,  but  never  mind.  It  would  have  been  a 
good  one.— L.  L.  O.)  You  sent  me  one  small 
tuber  late  last  soring.  It  was  planted  late  and 
the  drought  struck  it,  but  it  yielded  me  67 
tubers,  54  verv  large  to  medium  and  13  small 
ones.  I  think  you  can  find  no  better  name 
than  Prosperity  for  your  new  early  potato. 
We  have  now  surely  entered  into  an  era  of 
prosperous  times,  and  all  who  plant  the  'Pros- 
perity' will  certainly  prosper."

Introduced  last  year  by  Win.  Henry  Maule  at 
Sl.SOa  pound.  In  connection  with  its  descrip- 
tion a  very  interesting  article  of  Mr.  T.  B.  Terry's  appeared,  entitled  "blood  will  tell."  He 
relates  how  lie  received  two  small  tubers  of  "this  potato,  weighing  together  less  than  half  a 
pound,  for  testing.  He  planted  them  right  in  the  held  with  other  varieties  and  treatedthe 
whole  field  alike  until  digging  time.   Then  he  says  :— 

"I  took  a  fork  and  threw  out  the  hills  planted  with  Mr.  Maule's  new  early  potato,  and  I 
never  was  so  surprised  in  all  my  life  at  any  results  obtained  in  potato  culture.'  Jn  every  hill 
there  were  great,  large,  beautiful  potatoes,  such  a*  1  have  never  seen  since  the  first  year  the 
old  Early  Rose  came  around.  There  were  practically  no  small  ones,  or  medium  sized  ones, 
just  enormous  ones,  such  as  you  might  perhaps  look  for  under  very  favorable  conditions,  in  a 
wet  season.  Now  I  am  not  exaggerating  a  bit.  The  first  year  1  grew  the  Early  Hose  there  were 
a  good  many  tubers  as  large  and  fine  as  these.  I  have  never  seen  any  early  potatoes  on  my 
farm  since,  as  fine,  until  I  dug  tbese.  There  we»  e  -15  pounds.  They  resemble  the  Early  Rose 
in  shape,  color  and  quality  very  much.  They  are  quite  early  and  were  ripe  entirely  before 
the  rains  came,  so  this  great  growth  was  made  with  little  chance." 

We  bought  quite  a  stock  of  Throughbred  from  Mr.  Maule  last  year.  These  we  planted, 
and  they  did  remarkably  well  with  us,  being  little  affected  by  the  blight,  which  was  so  hard  on 
early  varieties  last  season.  We  were  impressed  especially  with  their  smoothness.  The  illustration 
doesnot  exaggerate.  The  tubers  are  all  very  smooth  and  uniform.  We  are  convinced  that  this 
new  introduction  of  Mr.  Maule's  will  prove  of  far  greater  value  then  either  his  Freeman  or 
Irish  Daisy. 

Another  seedsman,  Mr.  J.  A.  Everitt,  also  introduced  last  year  a  potato  of  the  same  name, 
with  the  same  general  description,  and  also  quoting  Mr.  Terry's  article  about  it.  We  secured 
a  stock  of  Mr.  Everitt's  Thoroughbred  with  a  view  of  testing  the  two  side  by  side.  Everitt's 
potato  yielded  a  little  better  than  Maule's.  Aside  from  that  we  conld  see  no  difference.  Other 
potato  "critics  say  they  are  different.  One  specialist  writes  us  that  Everitt's  is  the  better  yielder, 
but  Maule's  is  earlier,  and  that  they  are  certainly  two  distinct  potatoes.  However  it  may  be, we 
have  been  careful  to  keep  them  separate,  and  will  sell  them  at  different  prices,  as  one  cost 
much  more  than  the  other.
